and has been called chickenpox by the 
attending physician. 


Entire Town Exposed. 


During this time the entire town 


lias been exposed. 
People visited 


the stricken person in ignorance of 
tie real character of the disease which 
was thus spread broadcast throughout 
the town and adjoining county. Peo- 
ple living in the vicinity of 
the 


lown are terror stricken for the rea- 
son that no one can tell where the dis- 
ease will make its next apearance. 


Strong measures are being taken 


by the health officers to prevent the 
disease spreading throughout 
the 


county. 


The stricken families .have been 


quarantined and all families that are 
known to have been exposed to the 
disease will be fumigated and quaran- 
tined. 


: 
Board of Health Investigates. 


The disease might have made a 


greater spread under the head 
of 


chicken pox, had not the board of 
health's attention been called to the 
matter. , ..Dr. Q. O. Sutherland of Jan- 
•esville being the nearest resident phy- 
sician was notified and went immed- 
iately to Milton, and he did not hesi- 
tate about pronouncing it smallpox 
and ordered the houses quarantined 
at once and took every precaution to 
prevent the disease getting a firmer 
•hold on the residents of the village. 


Brought from Nebraska. 


The first case of what is now known 


as smallpox was that of Harley Green 
a college student who went home to 
Nebraska to vote and on his way stop- 
ped in a town that had several cases 
of it and in some way exposed himself 
•lo the disease. 


(Fourteen days after his return to 


Milton he was taken sick and the at- 
tending physician pronounced it to be 
chickenpox. 
He was not very sick 


and since his recovery has been about 
town and 'has attended college. The 
family with which he has boarded dur- 
ing the past month have children but 
none of them has taken the disease. 


Called It Chicken Pox. 


During his sickness he also boarded at 
the home of Jay Campbell and since 
•that time two of his daughters have 
tad the disease but in a mild form, 
but a third daughter was not strick- 
en. 
During all of this time "the dis- 


ease went under the head of chicken- 
pox and the neighbors were in and 
out of the house as usual and have 
scattered the germs of the disease 
throughout the village. 
~" 


Two «More Are Stricken. 


The next to come down were the 


son and daughter of Mrs. 
Martha 


Johnson. The son, Benjamin, attended 
the dinner given by the Seventh-Day 
Baptist church last Sunday and at 
that time was broken out but thought 


. nothing of it. 
He mingled freely 


•with the large number of people that 
were in attendance and a score of 


them were exposed without knowing 
it. 


At no time has he been sick enough 


to confine 'him to the house until re- 
strained by the health officer. His 
sister also has a mild 'case ami is im- 
proving rapidly. 


Other Cases Are Expected. 


Miss Bessie Thomas, daughter of 


R. B. Thomas, is now quite sick with 
the disease and there .are two other 
cases not fully developed. So far there 
has been no fatalities, the disease 
seeming to be of a mild form, but no 
one knows how far it may spread and 
who will be the next one stricken. 


Every precaution is being taken by 


the residents of the village to prevent 
its spreading and no one knows but 
that they may be the next person to 
come down.

ibility of introduction on Wisconsin 
soil of special methods proposed by 
the Department of Agriculture, for 
producing -higher grades of tobacco. 
This investigation is in the interest 
of an appropriation asked by the de- 
partment to aid in extending methods 
for producing Sumatra and Havana 
grades of tobacco in this country. 


It was brought out by the experts 


that Wisconsin soil was especially 
adapted for using the department 
methods in the office -of 
Assistant 


seed-tobacco that would sell on the 
market for two or three times 
the 


price now obtained for Wisconsin to- 
bacco. 
It is probable that a commit- 


tee will give the appropriation asked 
by the department, and that experi- 
ments will be made in Wisconsin 
along these lines.

(Continued From Page 1.) 


showed that instead of a surplus of 
nearly $1,000,000 as claimed by the 
out going 
republican administration, 


there was really a deficit of nearly 
$300,000 in the general fund. 
Hav- 


ing demonstrated that the legislature 
and the new administration were joint 
heirs to this legacy of deficiency, he 
plunged into the subject of taxation. 
"When he came to the primary election 
Haw he made good every ante-election 
promise and stood for the passage of 
a law that would do away with the 
present abuses, although the party to 
which he belongs has been the bene- 
ficiary in this state for many years. 


Scores Corporations' Lobbyists. 
The governor's scoring of the lob- 


byists was another effective hit, and 
lie urged that the practice of corpora- 
tions in sending men to the legisla- 
ture to shape and control legislation 
should be checked as a menace to the 
.state. Another hit was his recommen- 
dation that the fee system should be 
abolished in connection with the in- 
spection of illuminating oils, the offi- 
cials in many instances drawing larg- 
er salaries than those of the state 
supreme court judges. 


T.he message in every detail is re- 


garded, even by the enemies of the 
administration—the old machine fac- 
tion—as one of the strongest docu- 
ments of its kind ever presented in 
the state.' 
. 


For Asssessment of Cash Value. 
The message contained about 17,000 


•words. 
On the subject or taxation 


the governor advised tnat no complete 
plan of revision of the state laws 
would be proposed owing to tho scope 
•of the work and the great loss sus- 
tained to the tax commission in the 
death of Gen, Michael Griffin. Ample 
time should be taken and evei'y facil- 
ity furnished to enable the tax com- 
mission t o complete in a satisfac- 
tory manner. recommendations for a 
revision of the tax laws. 
The gover- 


nor recommended legislation to re- 
quire the commission not only to have 
a general supervision of the system of 
-taxation, but to take such measures 
as would enforce the provisions of 
the law, that all property be placed 
on the assessment roll at the actual 
cash value. 


Argument for a Primary Law. 


In advocating a primary election 


law the governor said: 


"It is a fundamental principle of 


this republic that each citizen shall 
Tiave equal voice in the government. 
Since government >with us is conduct- 
ed by the representatives of some po- 
litical party, the citizen's voice in 
making and administering the laws 
is expressed through his pairty ballot. 
Hence to preserve his sovereign right 
to an 'equal share in government he 
must be assured an equal voice in 
making his party ballot. 
Thii privi- 


lege is vital, and the legislature should 
primarily address itself to the busi- 
ness of framing a law that shall ac- 
cord to the voter in full measure, the 
sovereign power of the ballot." 


For Laws Against Trusts. 


On trusts and monopolies the gov- 


ernor recommended an entire revision 
•of -the laws and the enactment of such 
laws as should promise an efficient 
remedy for the great evil and at the 
same time not hamper individual en- 
terprise or take from capital reason- 
able returns. 
He said on this sub- 


ject: 


"It is not because a corporation has 


a large capital or transacts a large 
and profitable business that it is an 
injury to the community or a menace 
to its prosperity. On the contrary the 
growth and development of the mod- 
ern business have made large ag- 
gregations of capital absolutely neces- 
sary, and such capital is fairly entitl- 
ed to a reasonable and legitimate 
profit. 
The wrong is done and the in- 


jury inflicted when such combinations 
of capital are enabled, by menas adopt- 
ed for .that purpose, to control prices 
stifle competition and create a monop- 
. oly. 


Right to Prevent 
Monopoly. 


"The decisions of the highest courts 


of the United States and of the sev- 
eral states leave no room to doubt 
that the power of the 
legislative 


branch of the government is ample to 
redress all wrongs done to society. 
The decisions of the courts are practic- 
ally uniform to the effect that no one 
lias any right to enter into any agree- 
ment or combination when the purpose 
or the effect is to control prices or ere- 
ate a monopoly. Further, it is also ap- 
parent that the right to prohibit such 
contract or combination Is cTea. when 
the object is to co ntrol prices, even 
if it is not intended unreasonably to 
increase prices. 


"Evils of this kind exist and are in 


operation in every state. 
The pres- 


ent law of this state I regard as entire- 
ly insufficient, either as a remedy or 
as a restraint. 
In the first place it 


only applies to corporations. 
It is 


evidently plain, however, that i artner- 
ships and individuals may enter into 
agreements and combinations, which 
in thfiir results would be just «v disas- 
trous to the public interests as •:• 
confederation of corporations. 


Would Punish for Conspiracy. 


"I think legislation should be adopt- 


ed providing that if any corporation 
organized under the laws of this or 
any other state or any partnership or 
association of individuals shall enter 
into or ''ecome ja me mber of or a party 
to any trust, agreemnt, combnaton, 
confederaton or understanding with 
any other corporation, 
partnerhip, 


person or association of 
persons 


to regulate or fix the price of. any com- 
modity or limit the amount of any com. 
modity to be manufactured, 
mined, 


sold, transported or placed on sale or 
disposed of, or to do or to refrain from 
doing any other thing with the intent 
to control and fix the price of any 
commodity to be manufactured, mined, 
sold or transported 
in this 
state, 


such corporation and the officers and 
agents thereof and such partnerships, 
individuals and associations of persons 
shall be deemed guilty of a conspiracy 
to defraud, and shall be subject to 
such prosecution and punishment and 
such penalty or forfeiture as may, in 
the judgment of the 
legislature be 


proper. 


Favors Annulment of Charters. 
"Such enactment should also contain 


iuitable provisions, making such con- 
tracts and agreements void, and pro- 
vide machinery for the collection of 
such penalties and forfeitures and for 
the annulment of the charter of such 
offender, if a domestic orporatlon, and 
for the forfeiture of the right to do 
business in this state if a -foreign of- 
fender, and imposing such penalties 
on the individuals convicted of violat- 
ing the law as may be appropriate."

individual policy 'holders, «very one 
of whom is a stockholder in a mutual 
company. 
The officers and boards 


of directors of these companies are 
simply the paid servants of the policy 
holders. 
The heavy tax assessed to 


the Northwestern Life two years ago 
was paid by the directors from trust 
funds belonging to the stock or policy 
holders. 
It is simply one of the in- 


stances where a wrong was legalized 
and called right. 
A third house is 


needed to hold in check this sort of 
legislation, and no law. will ever drive 
it from the field. 


THE THIRD HOUSE. 


Connected with all legislative bod- 


ies, like the side show at the circus, 
is an unorganized body known as the 
"third'house."

ing. 
In other words a censorship to 


control action. 


The intent of the law is perhaps 


all right, but it Is safe to predict that 
its requirements will never be met. 
It suggests an element of weakness 
that is a little humiliating. 
The aver- 


age legislator is supposed to be both 
.honest and intelligent. 
He is also 


expected to be a lair minded man, 
qualified 
to dea'. 
impartially with 


questions of public and private inter- 
est. 
Before he votes on a measure 


he is entitled to ail the knowledge 
that he can obtain. 
The friends of 


a measure are very liable to be biased, 
and if tile measure is against the in- 
terests of corporations, they are al- 
ways sure of popular applause, be- 
cause it is popular to be "ag'i/i a cor- 
poration." 
These facts corporate in- 


terests fully recognize, and self-inter- 
est, as well as self-protection, prompts 
them to be represented. ,No law can 
•prevent them, for legislation is not 
wrought out in legislative halls, but 
in the highways and by-ways of a cap- 
ital city, where every man is the equal 
of every other man in the freedom of 
thougmt and expression. The

If the consolidation of the Chicago, 


Milwaukee & St. Paul road and the 
Great Northern, is effected, it will put 
Janesville on one of the great trunk 
lines to the coast, and will do much to 
advertise the city.

much as though Morgan 'and Hill, and 
a few great financiers would soon con- 
trol the railroads of the country, and 
while it is a great combination, involv- 
ing great blocks of wealth, it will 
work no harm to the country, but will 
result in better service and better 
profit to investors. 


Railway companies have more sil- 


ent partners than any other line of 
business. 
They require so much cap- 


ital that no one man, sad. usually no 
half dozen men are able to contribute 
it. 
As a result large blocks of steak 


are issued, and every man who invests 
In this kind of securities becomes not 
only a stockholder, but a silent 'part-, 
ner in tlie enterprise. 
He invests 


with .confidence, because he has faith 
in the management, although he has 
nothing to say 'concerning it. These 
contusions, that are true of all large 
railroad corporations, make the man- 
agement the custodians of large blocks 
Of trust funds, and calls not only for 
•an honest administration, but for a 
conservative and progressive policy. 
The man who lias his money invested 
in railroad 6tocte\ Whether it be little 
or much; ia* a right to ask that the 
company %* wisely managed. 
If con- 


solidatioB. "will improve the investment 
he"Ts interested in consolidation. Peo- 
ple who are not financially interested 
may denounce it as a trust or monop- 
oly, but a wise financier does not lay 
his plans before the public -and ask 
permission t o act. 
He acts independ- 


ently, realizing the importance 
of 


treating the public fairly, so far as he 
has occasion to serve them. 


It is estimated that the combine, if 


perfected, will save to the railroads 
$54,000,000 the first year. 
A part of 


the saving will come from the operat- 
ing department, and means, of course, 
the letting out of an army of high sal- 
aried men, which means hardship to 
them for a time, the same as it did to 
the 35,000 traveling men who were 
thrown out last .year as the result of 
combines. 
But these are questions 


that readily adjust themselves, and es- 
pecially is this true in this day of op- 
portunity, when good men are in de- 
mand everywhere.

be improved and expenses- reduced as 
the result of consolidation.

Immediately after the 
accident 


Mrs. Becker was unable to hear a 
watch laid close to her ear; since the 
operation her aural sense has in a 
measure returned. 
Dr. Thorne says 


that it is one of tlie most peculiar ac- 
cidents brought under his observation 
and that time alone will tell just how 
far science is able to restore what an 
unfortunate accident destroyed.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—When

long argument,

"There must be in the nature of 


things a time between the deed o£ ac- 
quisition and the assumption by the 
United States of the full government 
of acquired territory when the relation 
•betw-sen the federal government and 
the acquired territory will be inchoate. 


There might be cases of the acquisi- 


tion of territory which possess no or- 
ganized form of government whatso- 
ever, not even of a local or municipal 
kind. 
Whether sucb> territory should 


have any local 
government 
woi'ld 


depend entirely upon the will of ^ti- 
gress; the contention of the appellants 
would create the absurd necessity of 
having acts of congress as to revenue 
and other matters extended in theory 
through tracts of country in which 
they were utterly incapable of enforce- 
ment, all the agencies of government 
being absent.

ABOUT THE_PLANET EROS. 


It Approunlies Nearer the Earth Than 


Any Body ICxccpt tho Moon, 


New York, Jan. 11.—A special to the 


Journal and 
Advertiser 
from Cam- 


bridge, Mass., says: "Profs. Pickering 
and Wendell of the Harvard 
observa- 


tory have jusl made some very import- 
ant discoveries with regard to the new 
planet Eros. Prom the recent discov- 
eries it is found that the Harvard ob- 
servatory took photographs 
of this 


planet as early as 1893. These photo- 
graphs, when compared with the ones 
that were taken last night, made it 
possible to 
tell accurately the path, 


sine and distance of the planet from the 
earth. 
The astronomers have deter- 


mined that the'planet is probably not 
more than twenty miles in diameter 
and at times conies nearer the earth 
than any other pla.net. It belongs to 
a group of planets that come between 
Mars 
and Jupiter, but Eros breaks 


away and 
often 
comes this side cf 


Mars, thus being nearer the earth than 
any celestial, body except the moon. 
These 
observations will continue at 


the observatory until about the 1st of 
March, whtn it is intended to continue 
the observations from the station in 
South America, where it is believed tlis 
planet will be visible a month longer 
than in any other part of the world."

AN ORDINANCE relating to the installation 
and maintainenco of metallic return cir- 
cuit? for conveying electricity used as a motive 
power for rai Iroads and street railways. 
Tho Mayor and Common Council of the City 
of Janosville do ordain as follows: 


Sec. I. Every person, firm or corporation, ope-, 
rn ting, owning or con troll ng a railroad or Street 
R-nlwnj' within the city of Janesville,upon which 
cars are nuw, or horenfter shall bo operated or 
propel'cd by electricity as the motive power 
with a grounded return circuit for conveying 
the electricity, shall install and maintain a me- 
tallic return circuit of snch cross section and 
conductivity for conveying the electricity so 
used asn motive power that the maximum dif- 
ference of potential will not at any time exceed 
ono volt between any part of such metallic re- 
turn circuit and nny water pipes..gas pipes, te- 
lephone or telegraph cables or other metals riot 
installed for the purpose of forming a part of 
such metallic return circuit, and that there will 
not be a variation in difference of potential ox 
cecoing one half volt between any two measure- 
ments at tho same time at points along and up- 
on said metnllicreturn circuit within adistance 
of three hundred fent or less from each other. 
Such mntnllic return circuit shall be installed 
and maintained in accordance with the'pro- 
visions of any ordinance of the city of Janes- 
villo. now or hereafter in force. 


Sec 11. Such metallic return circuit shall bo 
installed and in use on or before the first day 
of'July 1001. 


Sec. III. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating tho forms of this ordinance, or who fails. 
neglects, or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not lecs than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars; 
and such person, linn, or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of ft separate anddistinctolTenco 
for every day during which such person, firm or 
corporation violates, foils, neglects or refuses 
to comply with any or all of the requirements 
this ordinance.
